Has Limited Fielé 


The stock companies which are writ- 
ing personal jewelry floaters and those 
which are investigating the business 
with the idea of taking it up are con- 
vinced that Lloyds untavorable experi- 
has not been caused because of 
inadequate rates, but is rather the re- 
sult of careless underwriting. Lloyds 
have seemingly pushed too hard for the 
business, and have extended it beyond 
its natural boundaries. There is a lim- 
ited field in which personal jewelry and 
fur floaters may be written. These pol- 
icies should be sold only to persons of 
means who would not under any cir- 
cumstances stoop to questionable prac- 


ence 


tices. Risks must be selected so as to 
practically eliminate the question of 
moral hazard. 


Moral Hazard Possibilities 


[he coverage is so broad that when 
a loss is claimed the company has al- 
most no alternative but to pay. If the 
assured is strictly honest only legitimate 
claims will be presented, but if there is 
a desire on the part of the assured to 
make money on the insurance, it is an 
easy matter for him to reap a profit. 
Thus, the company which puts a large 
volume of personal jewelry and fur 
business on its books takes necessarily 
some risks that are undesirable and 
which will bring losses. Lloyds have 
appointed so many agents, all of whom 
are pushing actively for jewelry and fur 
business, that much of the undesirable 
business has been written. Losses have 
been heavy and Lloyds now find it nec- 
essary to pull in their horns. 


Rates High Enough 


The Commercial Union, the Crum & 
Forster group and the St. Paul Fire & 
Marine are convinced that the rates are 
high enough to assure a profit if risks 
selected with care. Brokerage of- 
ferings should be especially scrutinized. 
Appraisals should be required even 
upon a renewal of the business in order 
to give the company a comprehensive 
understanding of just what is being 
covered and its current market value. 
The St. Paul intends to underwrite its 
business closely and to write only for 
the most desirable assured.

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SEPARATION HELD UP 


NOT ENFORCED BY S. E. U. A. 


Commission Schedule Also Unsettled; 
Both to Come Before Annual 
Meeting in June 


ATLANTA, GA., May 27.—While 
the executive committee of the South- 
eastern Underwriters Association, at a 
meeting held at White Sulphur Springs 
last November, passed a resolution fav- 
orable to the separation idea, there has 
been no effort to enforce the plan among 
the members. A few of the companies 
have been gradually shifting agencies 
here and there, probably in anticipation 
of a later agreement to enforce such 
rule by the organization, but no con- 
certed effort to break up mixed agen- 
cies has been observed at any point in 


the S. E. U. A. field. 
To Consider Commissions 


Gossip has it during the past two or 
three weeks that a change in the com- 
mission rates is liable to be brought up 
at the annual meeting of the S. E. U. A., 
which takes place at Atlantic City on 
June 4. It is reported that several of 
the leading non-association companies 
might be expected to join the organiza- 
tion provided the commission schedule 
is changed from graded to 15 percent 
flat and 15 percent contingent, or 20 
percent flat and 10 percent contingent. 
Many of the leading underwriters in the 
association believe that the support of 
the outside companies is well worth 
the sacrifice of the graded com- 
mission schedule, while a strong minor- 
ity believe otherwise. 

Fear Greater Confusion 


The worst feature of making a change 
at this time, claim the latter, is the fact 
that other organizations are pledged to 
a different and uniform commission 
rate for large territory, and any attempt 
to set up the proposed flat and contin- 
gent in the narrow field covered by the 
S. E. U. A. will only add to the demor- 
alization now noted in various parts of 
the country. The Georgia Local Agents 
Association is on record as favoring a 
flat 20 percent commission, with or 
without a contingent. A resolution to 
that effect, passed at its recent annual 
meeting, will be presented at the annual 
session of the S. E. U. A. next week. 
Regardless of whether the association 
takes definite action on the matter or 





MAY SETTLE THE CASE 


WINONA COMPROMISE LIKELY 





Zuel Separation Injunction Suit at 
Mankato Has Been Transferred 
to the Federal Court 





ST. PAUL, MINN., May 28—It 
looks as though the difficulty between 
the Western Insurance Bureau and the 
Western Union in Minnesota, so far as 
clearance of agencies is concerned, was 
nearing a close. It is understood that 
both sides of the pending difficulty are 
anxious not to take the matter to a final 
settlement in the courts and that nego- 
tiations for a compromise of some sort 
are now on. 

Fhe Winona Insurance Agency case 
against the Hartford and the North- 
western F. & M. was to come up for 
argument in the district court at Red 
Wing last Saturday, but was put over 
for 20 days, on top of a previous post- 
ponement of 30 days. It is understood 
this case will be eventually settled by 
the establishment of a new agency at 
Winona to which all the Union com- 
panies will go that are now, and were 
previously, in the Winona Insurance 
Agency of W. A. Baumann. 

In the case of E. M. Zuel of Mankato 
against the Home and Continental, 
which was to come up at the same time 
as the Winona case at Red Wing, peti- 
tion has been filed to take the case 
from the state to the federal court. 
Judge Albert Johnson of the state dis- 
trict court was not present when the 
petition was filed, but it is understood 
there will be no objection to the switch. 
There is a state law prohibiting insur- 
ance companies from transferring state 
cases from the state to the federal 
court, but this law has been ruled un- 
constitutional in a previous case. It 
seems likely the Zuel case will be ami- 
cably settled before it ever comes to 
trial.

Commissioner Olsness as follows: 

Permit me to acknowledge reeipt of 
your letter of May 9 directed to me 
“Secretary.” 

I happen to be

secretary of several 
organizations, among others, a volun. 
tary organization known as the Uniop 


and from the contents of your letter] 
assume you addressed the same to me 
as secretary of that organization. For 
your information beg to advise that the 
Union is a voluntary organization com. 
posed of managers of various insurance 
companies doing business in numeroys 
states in the middle west. 


Objects of the Union 


Among the objects and purposes of the 
Union are: To stabilize the business of 
fire insurance; to render to the public 
adequate and fair indemnity at a reason. 
able cost; to provide uniform methods of 
underwriting and thus avoid the conflict 
of contracts and consequent disputes and 


to bring about economies in manage. 
ment, thus enabling the fire insurance 


companies whose managers are members 
of the Union to serve the public at the 
lowest possible expense commensurate 
with proper service. No insurance com- 
pany in its corporate capacity is eligible 
to, nor in fact a member of this organi- 
zation. 

I beg to advise you further that the 
Union has not promulgated any rules or 
regulations relative to the so-called sep- 
aration movement referred to in your 
letter and is not now nor has it any 
time been directly or indirectly engaged 
therein. 

Insurance Companies Acting 


I am credibly informed the process of 
separation, if any, which you allege is 
being carried on in your state, is being 
done by insurance companies individu- 
ally and without any agreement or un- 
derstanding, expressed or implied, with 
any other insurance company or com- 
panies, and certainly without notice to 
or under the direction of the Union. 
Therefore, I am obliged to inform you 
that this not being a Union matter I am 


wholly without authority to _ transmit 
your letter, or copies thereof, to the 
various insurance companies, If, how- 


ever, it is your desire to convey to the 
insurance companies, whose managers 
are members of this organization, the 
notice contained in your letter to mel 
take pleasure in enclosing herewith a 
list of the managers who are members 
of the Union, with their addresses and 
the companies whom they represent. 


Reply From Olsness 


In reply Commissioner Olsness said: 

This will acknowledge receipt of your 
communication relative to the depart- 
mental order to Western Union com- 
panies in regard to separation. I wish 
to thank you for the explanation given 
and the membership list of managers 
submitted.

Cockrill and Gandy Speak 
Ashley Cockrill, Lit- 


tle Rock, prominent insurance attorney, 
and Charles L. Gandy, Birmingham, 
Ala., regional vice- president of the Na- 
tional Association, were the features 
Wednesday afternoon. Mr. Cockrill had 
for his subject “Some Rambling Re- 
marks About Local Agents.” He told 
the agents many truths which will be of 
real value to them in conducting their 
business. He stressed the fact that the 
agent is the agent of the company and 
not the assured. He said unless the 
agent maintains a proper attitude to- 
ward his companies, both will suffer.

Mr. Gandy made a big hit. He was 
scheduled to tell of the work of the 
National Association. This he did in a 


very able manner. He told also of the 
splendid work which has been done by 
the Alabama association, which now has 
354 members. These agents write 92 
per cent of the fire and casualty busi- 
ness in the state. He urged the Arkan- 
sas men to use every effort to establish 
local boards throughout the state, as 
these boards are the backbone of any 
good state association. 


Turner’s Address 


The feature of the Thursday 


session 
was the address of George E. Turner of 
Chicago, general counsel of the Cas- 


ualty Information Clearing House. Mr. 
Turner urged the necessity of support- 
ing both the local and national associa- 
tions. He said there was no force today 
of more consequence to help solve the 
problems of the business than the Na- 
tional Association. The association is 
making a fine record, but he is afraid 
there are still many agents in the coun- 
try who fail to appreciate this. He em- 
phasized the fact that there is very lit- 
tle that can be accomplished without 
organization. He made the point that 
each one must play in tune with the 
other fellow. He also urged the agents 
to take an active part in accident pre- 
vention. He pointed out that an agent 
in his daily work is in a position to do 
a great deal of good along these lines 
and proved that this would be an un- 
dertaking well worth while. He said 
an agent must help to sell the business 
as a whole to the people as a whole. 

He said: “Do not forget that the in- 
surance agents will not determine the 
future, that it is at the buyer’s pleasvre 
that you succeed or close up shop. Make 
yourself indispensable to the man who 
buys your insurance. An agent has no 
right to live unless he contributes some- 
thing to the economic machinery. An 
agent cannot justify himself unless he 
makes himself worthwhile. Put your- 
self in the buyer’s position and ask 
yourself: ‘Would you turn over your 
insurance to a man who you felt was 
not fully equipped and intelligent to 
handle your business in a satisfactory 
way?”

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NEW LINEUP PLANNED 
WORKING ON ATLANTA BOARD 
Await Further Response From Agencies 


Before Definitely Launching 
Reorganization Plans 


ATLANTA, GA., May 27.—The first 
meeting of the committee appointed sey- 
eral weeks ago to attempt a line-up of 


at least 75 percent of the Atlanta local 
agencies for a reorganization of the 
present local board, or an entirely new 
scheme to replace it, was held last week. 
Chairman Ellis reported that 45 agencies 
out of about 70 in the city had sent in 
favorable replies to the questionnaire 
distributed by the committee. This 
number accounts for 65 percent, leaving 
10 percent more to be secured before 
the proposition will be considered one 
way or the other. The committee finds 
that licenses are out for about 80 or 81 
agencies in Atlanta, but some 10 or 
more appear to be of the extreme side- 
line character and therefore not inter- 
ested enough in the future of the busi. 
ness to value the co-operation offered 
through a board. The names of the 
agencies which failed to respond to the 
committee’s invitation have been given 
tu individual members of the committee 
and an immediate personal visit is con- 
templated. Another meeting of the com- 
mittee is scheduled for Wednesday or 
Thursday of this week, at which time 
it is anticipated that more than the re- 
quired 75 per cent of agencies will be 
lined up. In the meantime the com- 
mittee is working on tentative constitu- 
tion and by-laws, the various features 
being drawn up in accordance with the 
majority sentiment expressed in the 45 
replies already on file. As soon as the 
desired number of agencies are secured 
a meeting will be held to complete the 
work. No information has been given 
out other than that practically all the 
answers favor sole agencies, but no 
practical suggestions are made whereby 
such a situation may be realized. While 
the committee invited answers on the 
sole agency question, none expect that 
feature to form part of the reorganiza- 
tion plan. During the negotiations the 
old Atlanta Board of Fire Underwriters 
continues to function, although its mem- 
bership is confined to barely one-third 
of the possible total.

LONDON & SCOTTISH REPORT 


The annual report of the London & 
Scottish for last year, published by the 
home office in London, shows total as- 
sets of $33,500,000. The company had a 
profitable year for new business and 
its experience on practically all lines was 
very favorable. The fire account showed 
a loss ratio of 48.6 per cent, while 
marine busines showed a loss ratio 
of only 31.9 per cent. The casualty 
department reported a loss ratio of 47.4 
per cent on the premium income of 
well over $1,000,000. The company en- 
joyed the greatest year on record in 
the life department producing new busi- 
ness of over $7,000,000. In the report 
it is stated that, while the past year has 
not been without its difficulties, there 
have been indications of improved trade 
conditions, which have had their effect 
upon the business. The business has 
expanded in all departments, except ma- 
rine. In that department, the company 
restricted its writing considerably, but 
enjoyed a favorable experience on the 
business written.

Kirkpatrick and myself. The duty im- 
posed upon us by President Smith was 
to calmly and dispassionately inform 
the members of the state association 
and other insurance men and women

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| NATIONAL BOARD COMMITTEE REPORTS 














mittee reports presented before the 

annual meeting of the National 
Board in New York last week shows 
the progress made during the year, par- 
ticularly along legislative and educa- 
tional lines. The reports of the commit- 
tees, after reviewing in some detail the 
yarious details of the year’s work, con- 
tinued as follows: 


Tu substance of some of the com-

Committee on Laws: Excessive and 
highly important litigation affecting the 
business of insurance has been the rule 
rather than the exception this year. 
Some of it is of that character which is 
precluded from consideration by the Na- 
tional Board under its constitution and 
some, which, by reason of the nature 
of the litigation and possible results, 
requires the constant attention of the 
committee in the immediate vicinity af- 
fected, has been carried on by local 
committees and other organizations. 
The demands made by state officials and 
which we considered unwarranted, have 
nevertheless served to increase expenses 
materially. Prominent among such 
suits are the Missouri: rate reduction 
order, Kansas rate reduction order, the 
Illinois back-tax case, the attempt in 
New York to compel recognition of 
sub-standard or unapproved devices by 
rate-making organizations and the liti- 
gation which now seems imminent in 
view of the demands of the commis- 
sioner of South Carolina. 

It may be only a pleasant dream to 
contemplate a time when we will have 





equitable and uniform taxation and de- 


partment fees in all the states. The 
necessity for this is so evident and the 
principle involved so unquestionably 


fair that such laws should appeal to all | 


legislatures and be speedily enacted. 


There seems also to be an increasing | 


desire upon the part of 


some legisla- | prevention work during the year, cen- 


tures and insurance departments for en- 
larged supervisory power. How long 
we can succeed in combating this sort 
of paternalism, cannot be certainly pre- 
dicted. That the effort must be con- 
tinued is sure, because fire insurance 
cannot exist and function cheaply and 
efficiently in the straight-jacket of state 
control. Regulation, not strangulation, 
should be the attitude of the legisla- 
tures. 

Nearly all the attacks upon our busi- 
ness, legislative and otherwise, come 
from lack of complete information or 
proper understanding, and most of them 
can be met by educational methods. 
The average legislator wants to do 
about what is right and his failure, 
when he does fail, is due more fre- 
quently to lack of information than to 


or 


malicious intent. The gospel of safe 
and sane insurance and the principles 
which govern our business can and 


should be brought home to the people 
of the country by continuous publicity, 


and this committee and its staff can 
materially assist in the work by fur- 
nishing first-hand information when 


and where the work is most needed and 
the character of educational campaign 
most likely to be effective. 


Committee on Fire Prevention and 
Engineering Standards: 

The greater part of the time and at- 
tention of the engineering staff has 
been devoted to making investigations 
and reporting on the fire protection fa- 
cilities and conflagration hazard of the 
larger cities. During the past year full 
reports have been made on 50 cities and 


in addition 27 bulletins and five supple- 
mentary and special reports have been 
issued.

Question of Affiliation and Operation in 
That State Still Undecided, 
Though Hope Is Voiced 


NEW YORK, May 27.—There is 
every promise that the regulation of 
commissions in West Virginia will be 
an accomplishment of the not distant 
future and, if such prove to be the case, 
managing fire underwriters will be pro- 
foundly thankful, for business acquisi- 
tion costs in the state have been steadily 
mounting for years, and the various ef- 
forts put forth for their control from 
time to time have proven futile thus far. 
A joint conference between representa- 
tives of the Eastern Union and the 
Western Union to consider the situa- 
tion was held in this city several days 
ago, and, while a definite plan was not 
fixed upon, nor is it likely to be until 
the views of companies belonging to 
the Western Insurance Bureau and the 
numerous non-affiliated offices operating 
in West Virginia have been ascertained, 
participants at the gathering last week 
feel well satisfied with the progress thus 
far attained and are very sanguine that 
a complete agreement will be determined 
upon before long. 


The suggestion was advanced that an |

BEST IS CLEVELAND SPEAKER 


Deplores Prevailing Tendency of Com- 
panies to Concentrate Into a 
Few Large Units 


CLEVELAND, O., May 
M. Best, of the Alfred M. 
livered an address before the Fire In- 
surance Club at the regular monthly 
meeting this week, which will at least 
cause the agents to take a more careful 
view toward the prevailing tendency of 
the companies to concentrate into a 
few large units. Mr. Best analyzed the 
situation thoroughly and offered figures 
to support the stand he takes against a 
change from the present agency system 
to something which may in the end be 
entirely different. 

While there is a diversity of opinion 
as to the good or bad effects of con- 
centration for the public, agents and 
stockholders, he does not see the need 
of it at present. The arguments for 
it are safety and reduction of expense. 
On the other hand is the effect 
have on free competition, which 
to be satisfactory at this time.

crease its safety. The security is ample, 
he said. Last year the net premiums 
were only 137 percent of the combined 
capital and surplus of all stock compa- 
nies, on an average, he said. Some of 
the largest companies do not make as 
good a showing in this respect, but 
even their average is about the same as 
the general average. The average of 
their subsidiaries is even lower. 
Speaking of concentration, as far as 
it has gone, he mentioned one com- 
pany whose premium receipts last year 
amounted to 7 percent of receipts of 
all the stock companies. This means, 


he said, that fifteen companies, doing an 
equal business, would be able to carry 
the total amount of insurance in this 
country. There are stock compa- 
nies operating and their total premium 
income last year amounted to $890,000,- 
000. Domestic companies received 
$703,000,000 and foreign companies, 
$187,000,000. About 3 percent of the 
total number of stock companies and 
their subsidiaries received a little over 
40 percent of this premium income, or 
$359,000,000.

Limits Agent's Independence, Claim 

Mr. Best said that one company 
wrote 50 percent of the automobiles 
sold in 1913, while nine, including this 
one, wrote 92 percent of them. The 
figures for steel and some other lines 
are very similar, he said. The econo- 
mies, resulting from this concentration,

WANT THE SITUATION CLEARED 


Agents and Companies Hope the Pro- 
posed Agreement for Detroit Will 
Be Strongly Favored 


DETROIT, MICH., May 28.—Fol- 
lowing the adoption of a resolution by 
the Insurance Exchange of Detroit pro- 
viding for the limitation of agents in 
this city to become effective Nov. 1 
pledges of support in carrying out the 
move together with favorable expres- 
sions of opinion from agents: outside of 
the organization are being given to of- 
ficers and members. In addition a 
number of the companies have indicated 
that they will back up the curtailment 
program in view of the fact that it is

WICHITA, KAN., May 27.—The 


fire prevention inspection of Wichita, 
which was undertaken by the Kansas 
Fire Prevention Association in coopera- 
tion with the fire prevention committee 
of the Wichita Chamber of Commerce, 
was one of the largest tasks the Kansas 
fire preventionists have undertaken.

HAIL MUTUAL IS ON CARPET 


Iowa Commissioner Forces Refunds 
Where Misrepresentation Made and 
Reorganization of Company 


DES MOINES, IA., May 27.—A de- 
cision by Commissioner Kendrick re- 
sulted in the cancellation of about 100 
policies written by agents of the Des 
Moines Mutual Hail Insurance Asso- 
ciation. It was shown to the satisfac- 
tion of Mr. Kendrick that the promises 
made by agents were not being carried 
out by the company. It was shown 
that farmers were assured that hail in- 
surance would not cost them over $14 
per thousand. Furthermore, it was told 
that there need be no worry over assess- 
ments for 1924, as the company had a 
large surplus and would pay all losses 
from this. In due time assessments of 
$27 per thousand began coming in and 
then it was that the state department 
was notified of the promises made by 
agents. 


Affidavits Are Secured 


Mr. Kendrick asked that affidavits be 
submitted substantiating the claims 
made by agents of the company and 
nearly 100 farmers responded. He then 
forced the company to pay to these men 
the amount received from them, aver- 
aging around $95 each. In the investi- 
gation carried on by Mr. Kendrick 
agents admitted the part they had 
played in the swindle. This resulted in 
the cancellation of licenses held by a 
number of agents. 


Large Salaries Drawn 


Additional evidence deduced by the 
investigation showed that the officers 
of the company had been drawing large 
sums in the form of salaries voted to 
them each year through proxies solicited 
from policyholders and voted by the 
officers. Commissioner Kendrick made 
it clear that a continuance of the com- 
pany would be predicated upon a reor- 
ganization, which has since been ef-

Texas Commission to Require Its Use 
After July 1—Other Rulings Are 
Announced 


AUSTIN, TEX., May. 27.—The 
Texas Fire Insurance Commission has 
announced that on and after July 1 
only a Texas standard fire policy will 
be used for writing dwellings and mer- 
cantiles, and the clauses, warranties and 
permits printed in the policy form. This 
standard policy is to be used by the 
admitted stock fire companies and their 
agents, and the ruling will call in the 
special dwelling house policies issued by 
some of the companies and any special 
mercantile policies that may have been 
issued. Hearing on this proposition 
and several others was had before the 
commission Apr. 28. 

Decisions have also been announced 
refusing the proposition to allow public 
utilities plants to be added to classes 
for which term insurance may be writ- 
ten.

IMPORTANT CASE IS DECIDED 
Involved Fire Resulting From Act of 
Sheriff in Attempting to 
Arrest the Assured 





The insured, having shot two police- 
men, fled to his home. He was fol- 
iowed by police officers, two of whom, 
while approaching his house, he fired 
upon and wounded. Several hours later 
the sheriff arrived upon the scene ac- 
companied by the governor and adju- 
tant-general of the state and with an 
armed posse surrounded the house and 
awaited the appearance of the insured. 
Some four or five hours later, the in- 
sured not having appeared, the sheriff 
directed his deputies to fire into one of 
the upper rooms, for the sole purpose of 
frightening him and forcing his surren- 
der. Several shots were fired by the 
deputies and immediately thereafter 
there appeared a flare in the building 
followed by total destruction of the 
house. As a matter of fact the insured 
fled from the house sometime be- 
fore the sheriff arrived. 

Held, that the insured was entitled 
to recover on the insurance policy. The 
loss was not one caused by “invasion, 
insurrection, riot, civil war or commo- 
tion, or a military power or by order of 
any civil authority, or theft, or by neg- 
lect of the insured to use all means to 
save and preserve the property at and 
after the fire,” within the meaning of 
that clause in the policies. Nor was the 
loss the result of the insured’s voluntary 
and wrongful acts for which he could 
not recover. No fraud or intent to cause 
the destruction of the house could be 


inferred from the circumstances. He 
was offering no resistance to the sheriff 
and his posse at the time and they were 
not compelled to shoot either in [ 
defense or in order to effect his arrest 
However gross his conduct may have 
' been, it was not the proximate cause 
of the burning of the house by the 
sheriff—Rhode Island vs. Fallis, Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky, Decided May 9.

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SEE BUILDING RETRENCHMENT 


Curtailment of Operations in the South- 
ern States Is Due to the Stabi- 
lizing Process 


The Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York says: 

“Contrary to conditions prevailing in 
New York City, building retrenchment 
is well under way in the south. Cur- 
tailment of building operations in the 
southern states is a national and healthy 
development after five years of activity, 
during which new construction records 
have been successively piled up. Un- 
less the last six months of 1924 bring 
forth unexpectedly large totals of build- 
ing the south will probably show a 10 
per cent to 20 percent decrease this 
year, as compared with 1923. 

“Retrenchment of building operations 
in the south, and for that matter in 
several sections of the United States, 
means that real estate values and ren- 
tals are being placed upon an even more 
stable basis than in the past. Such re- 
trenchment is a safeguard against pos- 
sible over-building and does not mean 
that the need for new buildings has been 
satisfied. It merely means that at the 
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present levels of building costs, and 
rentals, property owners and financing 
institutions have deemed it prudent to 
guard against any possible decline in 
demand.” 


COTTON SEED LOSSES HEAVY 


A. M. Schoen Tells Crushers Insurance 
Companies Have Paid Out $1.70 
for Each $1 Received 


NEW ORLEANS, LA., May 27.— 
That the cottonseed crushing industry 
js one of the most undesirable from the 
fire underwriters’ point of view, was 
stated by A. M. Schoen, chief engineer 
of the Southeastern Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, at the cotton seed crushers con- 
vention held here. Foreign matter con- 
tained in the seed, that strikes sparks 
from the knives and other parts of the 
machinery; spontaneous combustion, 
static electricity and bad housekeeping 
generally were given as the principal 
causes of the fires and the spread 
thereof. 

The extent of the hazard is indicated 
by a compilation of figures showing that 
for every $100 taken in, the insurance 
companies paid the cotton seed crush- 
ing industry $130. Counting the cost 
of doing business, this makes the insur- 
ance companies pay $170 for every $100 
of business. 

Static Electricity Hazard 


Static electricity is just beginning to 
be understood as one of the most pro- 
lific causes of fire. There is much mov- 
ing machinery in the crushing industry. 
The tests have been principally in the 
cotton gins, where something like half 
the fires were found due to static. 

Mr. Schoen urged that the buildings 
in the industry be made of more fire- 
proof material, and that they be better 
arranged. There should be spaces be- 
tween buildings, so that the fire can be 
restricted. The interiors should be sub- 


ard fire doors. Machinery should be 
properly -grounded. There should be 
adequate installation of sprinkler sys- 
tems and fire fighting apparatus, and 
this should be kept in A-1 order all the 
time. The best cleaning machinery 
should be used, so that foreign matter 
may be removed from the cottonseed. 
There should be a greater attention paid 
to cleanliness; piles of waste should be 
eliminated; storage should be planned 
with a view to eliminating spontaneous 
combustion.

GETTING FURNITURE LINES 





Commissioner Caldwell Probing Insur- 
ance Activities of Retailers’ 
Association Secretary 


NASHVILLE, TENN., May 27.— 
Another evidence of why the average 
policyholder needs an experienced in- 
surance agent to look aiter his interests 
has come to light in the Retail Furni- 
ture Dealers’ Association case in Ten- 
nessee. Commissioner A. S. Caldwell 
took hold of the matter as soon as his 
attention was called to it, and endeav- 
ored to ferret out the exact status of 
the case, as there seemed to be con- 
flicting statements abroad. 

It seems a Nashville agent had a pol- 
icy expiring with a furniture house, one 
of the owners of which was a director 
in the Furniture Dealers’ Association, 
and when soliciting the renewal the 
agent was told that the furniture house 
was giving it to the secretary of the 
association to help pay his salary. En- 
deavor was made to locate the secre- 
tary, it not being apparent whether the 
state or national furniture dealers’ sec- 
retary was referred to, as the same di- 
rector is said to have also stated that 
a Cincinnati firm had already given 
$50,000 insurance, the commissions on 
which were to go to the secretary for 
the same purpose. 

It seemed nothing definite enough 
could be obtained. for the insurance 
commissioner to act upon until one of 
the most prominent local agencies in 
Nashville had its policies on a furniture 
store returned for short rate cancella- 
tion and was told the insurance was 
being placed with Stuart Towe of 
Knoxville, who was secretary of the 
association and would take care of it. 
Upon the insurance commissioner’s re- 
quest to Mr. Towe for an explanation, 
Mr. Towe is reported to have acknowl- 
edged that he was ignorant of insurance 
matters and intended no violation of 
any law either in “twisting” or promis- 
ing a refund of 25 percent dividend 
from a mutual in which he placed the 
insurance. 

Mr. Towe, it seems, also stated that 
the commissions went to the Furniture 
Dealers’ Association, which if a fact, 
will necessitate the insurance commis- 
sioner collecting from every member of 
that organization a license fee of $20. 
The insurance was placed by Mr. Towe 
in the Northwestern Mutual Fire of 
Seattle. He is said to be licensed also 
for the California Fire, Fidelity & De- 
posit, and Sun Indemnity, but is said 
to have transacted little or no business 
for these companies. The matter will 
not be dropped by the commissioner 
until he has probed it sufficiently to 
know just what law has been violated. 


Virginia Meeting Is Postponed 
The annual meeting of the Virginia 
Association of Insurance Agents had 
been set for June 23-24 at Roanoke. It 
has been found necessary to postpone 
the meeting but no definite date has 
been set.

icy for liability for personal injury in 
addition to the fire company’s policy 
for property damage, he will ath, com- 
plied with the purpose of the law. A 
ruling by the attorney-general may be 
necessary on this point. 

An official interpretation of the 
amendment must be made before it can 
be decided whether fire companies can 
write property damage-cover for auto- 
mobile owners. The automobile depart- 
ment of the National Bureau of Casualty 
& Surety Underwriters recently issued 
a circular which reeited the wording 
of the amendment, and explained that 
in order to comply with the new law 
after July 1 an endorsement must be 
attached to all policies. It should be 


noted that all automebiles insured for 
public liability must also be insured 
for property damage. 

INCREASE IN INSURED CARS 


Assistant Secretary Martindale of the 
Home of New York Comments 
on Automobile Conditions 


Charles M. Martindale, assistant sec- 
retary of the Home of New York, points 
out an approaching condition that is of 
vital interest to automobile underwrit- 
ers. For several years the saturation 
point in the automobile market has been 
predicted, only to meet with the laugh- 
ter of the automobile manufacturers. 
Sut today, at least so far as the United 
States is concerned, that point has been 
almost reached, he declares. Even now 
the second hand market is over stocked, 
and no relief is in sight. 

This may not seem a serious matter 
until one considers that, without means 
of disposing of second hand cars, there 
will be no market for new cars, except 
to replace those that have been junked 
or destroyed. Of course this replace- 
ment production will be far below the 
present rate. So far as insurance is con- 
cerned, there can be only one result of 
this over stocking of the market. It 
means a tremendous increase of the 
moral hazard, a situation that can be 
met only by the most careful under- 
writing. The closest cooperation will 
be required from home office, branch 
offices, and agents.

Martindale believes that oppor- 
for profitable business in auto- 
insurance are now as great as, 
greater than, ever before.

It is only 
by dealing directly with the brokerage 
concerns that their account can be con- 
trolled. 


Handicap to Agents 


This is no inconsiderable handicap to 
the local agent, inasmuch as a conserva- 
tive estimate places the number of cars 
financed by these corporations at 75 
percent. But the agent should not 
overlook the fact that practically none 
of these finance companies solicit the 
renewals of the original policy. A local 
agent can find a splendid list of pros- 
pects in the solicitation of the second 
year’s-insurance on financed machines. 
These purchasers have already been 
educated to the need of protection, and 
are much easier to sell than the man 
who has never carried insurance. Fi- 
nance companies which are founded on 
a sound basis are acceptable as insur- 
ance prospects, and local agents should 
make strenuous attempts to secure these 


large lines. Careful investigation, how- 
ever, is necesary, since many of these 
finance companies which are springing 


up in such large numbers will soon dis- 
appear through lack of wise manage- 
ment. 


TO DEVELOP COUNTRY LINES 
Companies Writing Actual Value Pol- 
icies Hope to Build Up Business 
in Rural Territory 





The National Fire of Hartford and 
other companies that have introduced 
the no-amount or actual value automo- 
bile policy in the country districts ex- 
pect to develop a large business in coun- 
try territory, that heretofore has gone 
to the mutuals and reciprocals. In the 
new rate book gotten out by the Na- 
tional there is every form of combina- 
tion of coverage that it writes. The 
rate book is so simple that an agent at 
a glance can tell the rate on a given 
make of car, because there are only two 
rates for each car, one on a new car and 
the other second hand. 

No Complications on Losses 

The National Fire declares that ad- 
justers find that it is just as agreeable 
and easy to settle losses under the no 
amount policy as under the old form. 
It does not anticipate any complications 
in this direction. The National feels 
that it will be able to develop consider- 
able property damage and collision in- 
surance in the country territory through 
this form of policy and the simple rat- 
ing system. One of the big objections 
that country agents have had to auto- 
mobile business has been the compli- 
cated rate manual. The reciprocals and 
mutuals on the other hand have used a 
simple card or rate manual that could 
easily be interpreted. Comparatively 
little collision and property damage in- 
surance is carried in the country terri- 
tory. Through the development of big- 
ger premium income in country terri- 
tory it is thought that a company’s 
business as a whole will be stabilized 
and improved. The actual 
cies are not used in the cities where re- 
stricted clauses or rules are in effect. It 
may be that in time the policy will be 
gradually introduced in these centers. 





Watching Second Hand Cars 


Companies writing insurance for auto- 
mobile dealers are watching very care- 
fully their stock of second hand cars. 
There is a glut on the market at present 
and the second hand car sales are not 
active. Some companies will not write 
second hand cars in the hands of deal- 
ers at all, with perhaps an exception 
here and there, where a dealer may 
have but a few in stock. Some dealers 
have many cars and they cannot dispose 
of them without a financial loss

HE Underwriters Laboratories at 

Chicago has gotten out a review 

of some of its activities last year. 
It states there is a continued evidence 
of demand for heavy guage metal win- 
dows which it is believed will prove suf- 
ficiently superior in durability to the 
older types to warrant the slight addi- 
tional cost. 

Efforts in the direction of a reduction 
of the hazards of motion picture films 
are apparent in applications for list- 
ing of film storage receptacles and pro- 
jection room shutters. Among other 
novelties investigated was a chimney 
cleaning machine for use in residences 
or other small buildings, the purpose of 
which is to minimize losses from burn- 
outs in chimneys. 

* * 

Although some consideration has been 
given during recent years to means for 
reducing the number of unsatisfactory 
sprinkler fires attributed to closed gate 
valves, it appears according to the 
Laboratories, that this subject has not 
been given the attention which it reallv 
deserves. Investigation was completed 
during the year of one system intended 
to supervise gate valves. It is expected 
that the work done will result eventually 
in the development and production of 
this system on a commercial scale. The 
automatic valve designed to admit water 
to sprinkler equipment prior to and 
independent of the opening of automatic 
sprinklers was investigated and re- 
ported. Its listing will take place when 
the manufacturer is in a position to 
make it commercially under the Labora- 





tories supervision. Several devices de- 
signed to speed up the operation of dry 
pipe sprinkler systems have been in- 
vestigated with favorable results. 

* = © 


The electrical department reports that 
its work has covered both the newer 
forms of the more commonly used wir- 
ing devices and equipment and also an 
increasing variety of all sorts of utili- 
zation devices employing electricity. A 
noteworthy feature of the newer forms 
of more standardized classes of wiring 
devices is the tendency to change the 
design and construction in a manner 
permitting simplified manufacturing 
processes or a reduction of the amount 
of material used. 

The number of portable electrical ap- 
pliances of all kinds, many of novel de- 
sign and for new purposes continues to 
increase. These appliances present new 
probletms as to wiring details and as to 
both accident and fire hazard. 

* * 


Regarding radio apparatus, the 
Laboratories say more experience an 
observation have apparently justified the 
conclusion that the fire hazards are com- 
paratively slight and not such as to 
require numerous, elaborate protective 
devices, especially with ordinary ama- 
teur receiving sets. 

The Laboratories say that the manu- 
facturers of heating appliances are be- 
ginning to give consideration to the 
efficiency of present heating practices.

STATISTICS ON LOSSES 


William Leslie Tells Casualty Ac- 
tuarial Society This Is Great- 
est Deficiency 


URGES MORE SIMPLICITY 


Says Correct Rate Making Procedure 
Need Not Be Sacrificed to 
Gain This 


NEW YORK, May 27.—William 
Leslie, general manager of the National 
Council Compensation 
speaking before the Casualty Actuarial 
Society, of which he is president, at its 
meeting last week, presented some of 
the problems faced by actuaries in the

field of compensation and casualty in- 
surance. He said, in part: 
Difficulties Are Numerous 
“When it is realized that rates are 


made for classifications of industry that 


contain within themselves elements of 
wide variability; that accident rates, se- 
verity rates and wage levels are them- 
selves variable; that compensation laws 
are constantly being amended and that 
medical and hospital costs depend upon 
the provisions of the law, the nature of 
the injury, and, most important, the 
charges of the surgeons and hospitals; 
there are at least two things that im- 
mediately stand out: First, that it is 
small wonder that greater progress has 
not been made in putting compensation 
rate making upon a permanently satis- 
factory basis, second, that the actuary 
is probably more indispensable today 
than he ever was in the past. 


Many Problems Are Found 


“A great many of the problems which 
occupied our time and consideration in 
the early days have, as one would ex- 
pect, been relegated to the role of ac- 
tuarial routine. We have accepted cer- 
tain methods as standard and except for 
occasional refinements in the interest 
of greater accuracy or for short cuts 
which are found to produce equally sat- 
isfactory results, the procedure remains 
unchanged. But there are plenty of 
problems awaiting solution by the ac- 
tuary. One of these is the problem of 
relating the rise and fall of compensa- 
tion costs with the standard index num- 
bers for certain economic phenomena, 
in an effort to construct a barometer of 
compensation cost. The problem is not 


anew one. It has been before us for 
Many years. Efforts have been put 
lorth to reach a solution but despite 


the studies that have been made and 
the theories that have been tested, it

DESIRE CHANGES MADE | 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE NAMED 


Hope That Plate Glass Insurance Con- 
ditions in Chicago Can Be Put 
on Better Basis 


There has been considerable dissatis- 
faction with plate glass conditions in 
Chicago during recent months. Fol- 
lowing the visit of the eastern commit- 
tee to Chicago last fall it was decided 
to fix commissions to brokers at 22% 
percent, to Class 1 members of the Chi- 
cago Board 27% per cent and to gen- 
eral agents 35 percent. This difference 
in commission between the brokers and 
Class 1 agents has caused considerable 
trouble. The Chicago managers have 
objected to the attempt in the east to 
control the local situation in a way that 
did not seem to fit the conditions. 

Recently Col. Harvey L. Jones, 
ager of the Maryland Casualty, 
chairman of the Chicago Casualty 
Underwriters Association, went east and 
had conferences with company officials 
and the agency committee. Colonel 
Jones laid the situation before the east- 
ern people and it was thought best to 
have him appoint a committee which 
shall review the Chicago situation, make 
recommendations for its improvement 
and submit them to the governing com- 
mittee in the east. Much complaint is 
made that Class 1 agents rebate all or 
a part to all who favor their fire cus- 
tomers. The following committee has 
been appointed to follow up recom- 
mendations: Messrs. Slipner, Metro- 
politan Casualty; Kuhns, New Jersey 
Plate Glass; H. B. Doten, New York 
Piate Glass; Wetmore, New York Plate

But 
if we had some hint as to what the de- 
veloped data would eventually show, 
based upon the current trend of certain 
published economic and business in- 
dices, it would be possible for the car- 
riers to immediately take such counter- 


acting measures as they deemed 
necessary or were within their power.

SEES END OF PROFIT 


CALLS SITUATION HOPELESS 





Casualty Underwriter Comments on 
Workmen’s Compensation Business 
in Pessimistic Vein 


An unusually pessimistic view of the 
present compensation situation is taken 
by one prominent western casualty un- 
derwriter who regards the conditions 
in this field as so hopeless that it is im- 
possible to continue the class and show 
any underwriting profit at all. He 
states that he saw the trend of things 
five years ago and started to rearrange 
the business in his office accordingly. 
He has greatly curtailed his compensa- 
tion writings and strengthened the 
other casualty lines, in order that he 
may gradually work out of the com- 
pensation business altogether. He has 
had a large volume of compensation 
business in the past, so that his experi- 
ence has been of the average, but he 
claims that practically no compensation 


offices are showing an underwriting 
profit and are carrying the business 
merely as an accommodation to their 
clients. 


Is Not New Situation 


This underwriter believes that the sit- 
uation is not of recent development, 
although it has only been within the 
past few months that casualty under- 
writers generally have spread the alarm 
over the compensation loss situation. 
He states that the reason for this is 
that, up to the present time, the com- 
panies have been on an upward swing 
of premium income and that only with 
the business slump of 1921 did the loss 
total have an opportunity to show its 
proper relation to the premium income. 
As the companies’ statistics in com- 
pensation business are always about two 
years behind times, the 1921 experience 
was only recently reported; hence the 
present alarm. He said he saw the sit- 
uation as it was four years ago and saw 
that, on the present rate basis, the com- 
panies could not continue to show an 


underwriting profit, and, in fact, could 
not even show an _ underwriting loss

NOW ON THE INCREASE 


Death Rate From Automobile Ac- 
cidents Is Growing From 
Year to Year 


IMPORTANT REPORT MADE 


H. P. Stellwagen of the National Bureau 
of Casualty & Surety Underwriters 
Has Analyzed the Statistics 


NEW YORK, May 28.—While a 
number of the casualty companies are 
well content with the experience on 


their automobile property damage writ- 
ings, the reverse is distinctly true with 
respect to certain other offices, which 
are frankly becoming uneasy over the 
present trend of the business. The con- 
stant increase in the number of automo- 
bile has resulted in a severe 
congestion on the main highways, par- 
ticularly those in and about large cities, 
and is responsible for numerous damage 
claims, resulting from collisions. While 
the claims for the most part are for 
small individual amounts yet in the 
aggregate they reach substantial fig- 
ures. Motorists have been educated to 
the belief that any damage to a car, 
however trivial it might be, should be 
compensated for by the insurance com- 
pany upon the risk. Repair men too, 
are alive to the situation, and knowledge 
that a car is protected by an insurance 
policy, seems to serve as a warrant for 
double charging.

Mortality Ratio Last Year 


H. P. Stellwagen, manager of the au- 
tomobile department of the National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers, made an interesting analysis of 
the automobile accidents and the fatali- 
ties in the United States last year. He 
said: 

“Approximately 15,700 lives were lost 
in motor vehicle accidents (exclusive 
of grade crossing collisions between 
motor vehicles and trains) in the United 
States during 1923, an increase of nearly 
2,000 over the record of 1922. If the 
grade crossing fatalities are taken into 


account, the total of motor vehicle 
deaths for 1923 exceeds 17,000. In 
other words, motor vehicle accidents, 


exclusive of grade crossing collisions,

Separated in Age Groups 


“The 1923 accident reports submitted 


by the health officers of the 135 cities 
separated the fatalities into two age 
groups—under 15 years, and 15 years 
and over.

COMPANIES OFFER REWARDS 


Burglary Insurance Carriers Seek to 
Check Epidemic of Bank Robberies 
at Detroit 


DETROIT, MICH., May 27.—Fol- 
lowing a steady increase in the number 
of local bank holdups and _ robberies 
over a period of months, with apprehen- 
sion of only a few of the robbers by 
the police and private detectives, insur- 
ance companies and Detroit banks have 
offered large rewards for the arrest and 
conviction of these criminals with a 
view of breaking up what it is believed 
to be an organized gang which has been 
staging holdups of private and branch 
banks throughout this section on an av- 
erage of at least once a week for the 
greater part of a year. In order to 
prevent these serious losses the Stand- 
ard Accident and the Fidelity & Deposit 
through its Detroit branch office have 


joined in an offer of $2,000 reward for 
the arrest and conviction of the two 
robbers, or $1000 for the arrest and 
conviction of either of the two men 
who held up and robbed the Bank of 
Detroit, West End Branch, May 17 
and obtained approximately $29,000.

Difficult to Protect Branch Banks

the branches the employes, although 
equipped with firearms, are not in a 
position to offer very much resistance 
with the result that hold up men are 
preying on these places. However, it 
is believed that this new move on the 
part of both insurance companies carry- 
ing the risks and the banks themselves 
will be productive of cooperative efforts 
on the part of the authorities, bank em- 
ployes and the general public in pre- 
venting further robberies and in appre- 
hending robbers responsible for the se- 
ries of holdups which have occurred in 
the Detroit metropolitan district.

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FEW ROAD CONTRACT BONDS 





Surety Company Representatives Are 
Hoping, However, That Situation 
There May Soon Improve 


KANSAS CITY, MO., May 27.—Sur- 
ety companies’ representatives in Mis- 
souri expect and hope that some order 
will evolve shortly out of the present 
chaos with respect to road contracts. 
Things may get worse from the stand- 
point of the state—but they are sure 
to be better, at once, from the stand- 
point of the surety companies. 

The reason for this contrast is that 
the state is now offering the privilege 
to contractors of giving personal surety 
—and the companies are holding aloof 
from the risks. 

Work Goes to Unknown Men 

It is said that 1923 was one of heavy 
losses for surety companies on road con- 
tracts and as a result few surety com- 
pany bonds are now being written on 
such contracts. 

The surety companies have not lost 
confidence in their regular patrons; nor 
are they now averse to writing bonds 
on responsible contractors, experienced 
in the building of roads. But it is said 
that the state highway department has 
not got its machinery in perfect work- 
ing order yet, so that a contractor can 
know what he is “up against” when he 
begins work. The indecision of engi- 
neers as to just what should be ex- 
pected of contractors and_ delays, 
changed instructions, confused inspec- 
tion reports and various handicaps have 
caused experienced contractors to lose 
money, and become dissatisfied with the 
situation. 

At a recent letting, where however 
most of the jobs were small, practically 
al! of the contracts went to compara- 
tively unknown contractors. Surety 
company representatives were present— 
but prepared to write bonds only on 
their own regular clients, who received 
no work. The new entrants into the 
road contracting business are in many 
cases contractors having city paving ex- 
perience, or experience with some other 
building work than highway construc- 
tion. The surety companies tend to hold 
aloof from this type, as not having 
proved their ability to road work. 

Show Fallacies of Position 


Surety men are writing letters to the 
highway department officials, pointing 
out some of the fallacies in their posi- 
tion with reference to savings under 
personal surety. The question is being 
asked as to what would have happened 
ii last year all the contracts had been 
secured by personal bonds. The engi- 
neers also are asked to figure the cost 
to the state, and the burden on the pub- 
lic, for each $1,000 of road contract the 
completion of which the state would 
have to procure through personal sure- 
ties. The engineers are also asked to 
estimate the probable costs of court 
proceedings to collect indemnities, the 
proportion of losses to charge off as 
uncollectible indemnities, the delays to 
be incurred in seeking enforcement of 
completion guaranties or finding out 
whether any indemnity can be secured 
—and the cumulative tasks of trying one 
contractor after another on the failed 
jobs. 

Kansas Conditions Good 

Surety representatives are hoping that 
the situation in Missouri will be worked 
out somewhat along the lines taken by 
the Kansas contractors and state de- 
partment. Conditions are said to be 
excellent in that state with road con- 
tract bonds, with work going ahead 
steadily, and no trouble whatever as to 
completion of contracts by the men who 
start them.

The president of the sales company 
owned a cottage on an island in a lake 
about twelve miles from its place oj 
business, and the company had on that 
lake a large motor boat which it used in 
connection with his cottage in entertain. 
ing its prospective customers, distrib. 
uting agents and officers of companies 
from whom it purchased automobiles 
While used for the purpose of entertain. 
ing prospective customers, the motor 
boat collided with a row boat and jp. 
jured one of the occupants of the row 
boat. The company offered proof tend. 
ing to show that entertainment was jn. 
cidental and necessary to the conduct of 
an automobile sales agency and that 
through that means relationships had 
been established which could not other. 
wise have been established. 

Held, that the sales company was en- 
titled to recover on the policy. While 
the insurance company did not write 
marine insurance, it did insure against 
liability for accidents, and the fact that 
the accident occurred on an inland lake 
instead of on a public highway did not 
of itself preclude recovery if the acci- 
dent was otherwise within the coverage 
of the policy. The clause in the policy 
was broad enough to include liability 
incurred in the entertainment of deal- 
ers and prospective customers, if such 
entertainment was incidental and neces- 
sary to the conduct of an automobile 
sales agency. The jury having decided 
that such entertainment was incidental 
and necessary, the court refused to 
substitute its judgment for the judg- 
ment of the jury.—Kalamazoo Auto 
Sales Companv vs. Travelers. Supreme 
Court of Michigan, Decided May 5.

No Deduction for Malpractice Award 
MADISON, WIS., May 27—Payment in 
full of the compensation due a_ work- 
man fer the loss of vision, in spite of 
the fact that he had already recovered 
the amount due for malpractice by the 
attending physician, has been ordered 
by the Wisconsin Industrial Commission 
In making the award, the commission 
declared that the compensation act spe- 
cifies what damages shall be awarded 
in a malpractice case, but does not spe- 
cify that this amount may be deducted 
from the amount to be paid under the 
compensation act. The award of the full 
compensation to the employe is the prec- 
edent now established in Wisconsin for 
cases of this kind.

WILLIAM BAILEY’S COMMENT 


Economist of the Travelers Makes 


Some Observations on the Taxa- 
tion of Insurance Companies 


NEW YORK, May 26—“The cost 
of company management is going up 
constantly. This is just a_ reflection 
of the increased cost in all business,” 
said William Bailey, economist of the 
Travelers, in addressing the Casualty 
Actuarial Society. “The only way we 
can keep the cost of management within 
pounds is by the use of machine work. 
Any machines such as tabulators, add- 
ing machines, etc., that can reduce the 
cost of home office labor, will be the 
only salvation of the insurance business. 
This is the only way that you and I 
can get a raise. We must cut down 
the clerical cost.” 

Comments on Taxation 


In commenting on taxation of in- 
surance companies, Dr. Bailey pointed 
out that there is a great deal of un- 
just taxation. He said all that is jus- 
tiied from an economical standpoint is 
enough to maintain the insurance de- 
partment. However, some of the kinds 
of taxes that have been levied against 
some of the people of the United States 
have really been a fine thing for the 
business in stimulating it. For instance, 
inheritance taxes require cash within 
six months of the death of any man 
leaving property. The only way this 
cash can be produced without liquida- 
tions is through the relief provided by a 
substantial life insurance policy. 

Income tax has necessitated greater 
emphasis upon incomes. Just as in 
Europe, a man’s worth is indicated by 
the income that he has rather than by 
the value of his property, so are people 
buying life insurance today with a view 
to the income that it will provide, and 
he said he thought the income tax had 
set some people’s minds to thinking 
along income lines. 


STATE WINS IN CLAIM SUIT 


U. S. Supreme Court Holds Compen- 
sation Is Due When Individual Dies 
Without Heirs 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Section of 
the New York compensation law requir- 
ing that payment be made to the state 
upon the lives of individuals who die 
without heirs entitled to compensation, 
was upheld by the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of the State 
v. E. E. Sheehan Company of Syracuse. 
Edward Burke, an employe of the 
Sheehan Company, was killed while de- 
livering coal some time ago. As the 
deceased left no heirs, the state insisted 
it was entitled to collect the indemnity, 
a conclusion challenged by the em- 
ploying corporation and by his indemni- 
tors, upon the ground that the section 
of the law in question was unconstitu- 
tional. The case was regarded as a test 
and much further litigation was de- 
pendent upon it.

One Form Is Urged 

NEW YORK, May 28.—Consideration is 
being given the suggestion advanced by 
one of the leading surety executives, 
that instead of issuing as now nearly 
a dozen different forms of bankers’ 
blanket bonds, one standard bond be de- 
termined upon, and a series of riders be 
attached for taking care of peculiar con- 
ditions or special forms of coverage. It 
is argued that through such practice 
much of the confusion now attending 
the writing of this form of indemnity 
would be overcome, and the contract 
would be more readily understandable 
both by agents and assured. The plan 
has been talked over in outline with the 
state insurance department, and will 
likely be whipped into concrete shape at 
an early date,

The experience of the three 
earlier years was generally favorable and 
of the two latter unfavorable, that ot! 
1922 being for most states worse than 
that of 1921.

One of the most important investiga- 
tions in the oil department relates to 
dip tanks, including related items such 
as the protection of dip tanks and spray 
booths. : 

In the chemical department investiga- 
tion has been made to determine the fire 
hazard of propane and butane gases 
which have recently come into use as 
refrigerants. The question of their fire 
hazard has become of great importance 


to manufacturers, underwriters and 
municipal authorities, says the Under- 
writers Laboratories. In many cases, 
refrigeration plants are located in con- 
gested districts of cities, in the base- 
ment of large hotels, in cold storage 
warehouses, and to a growing extent 
in homes.

The use of an ordinary electric motor 
in an atmosphere containing inflamma- 
ble dust, gases or vapors, is hazardous 
owing to the danger of fire or explosion 
resulting from the ignition of the sur- 
rounding gases by sparking or heating 
of the motor. The explosion proof 
motor of a special type designed to 
operate under such conditions without 
any danger of causing fires for ex- 
plosion is being investigated. 

The Laboratories say that the last 
year has witnessed the arrival of the 
accessory automobile lock business at a 
state of equilibrim, caused by the stead- 
ily increasing number of manufacturers 
who have adopted locking devices as 
standard equipment. The number of

In passing upon this 
question, the supreme court of Ohio, 
in Bartley vs. Business Men’s Associa- 
tion, (143 N. E. 386), among other 
things, said: 

“We think that the right of action of 
the beneficiary accrued upon the com- 
pany denying liability, and that no fur- 
ther proof of loss was necessary in the 
premises, and even adopting the rule 
that insurance policies are construed 
strictly against the insurer and most 
favorably to the insured, or beneficiary, 
we can reach no other conclusion under 
the plain provisions of this policy than 
that the limitation of two years is a 
complete bar to the plaintiff’s right to 
recover.”

The company shall 
not be liable for a greater proportion 
of any loss or damage to articles not 
so enumerated and specifically covered, 
than the amount applicable thereto as 
hereby insured bears to the _ total 
amount of all valid and collectible jn. 
surance covering such loss or damage.” 

The plaintiff carried another policy | 
with the United States Fidelity & Guar. 
anty which contained the following 
clause limiting the liability of the com- 
pany: “The insurance hereunder shall 
not cover any property separately 
valued in and specifically covered by 
the policy of any other insurer or com- 
pany.” 

The plaintiff was robbed of the dia- 
mond in question and $12 in money, and 
instituted the instant action to recover 
the full amount of the insurance car- 
ried under the first named policy. The 
company resisted payment of the full 
amount of the policy on the ground 
that it should not be liable for more 
than a proportionate share of the loss 
in view of the second policy. In pass- 
ing upon this contention the Kansas 
supreme court in reviewing the evi- 
dence, and in holding the company li- 
able for the full amount, among other 
things, said— 

“Nowhere in the policy of the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty Company 
was the diamond mentioned. It was not 
specifically covered by that policy. It 
was specifically covered by the policy 
issued by the defendant. The provis- 
ion of the policy issued by the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty that ‘the in- 


surance hereunder shall not cover an 
property separately valued in and

It follows that the 
defendant is liable for the full amount 
of its policy on account of loss of the 
diamond.”
